teams ? complain ed 
because 
Rushvilie played week d ay ball. 
This 
fact, they say, in asmuch as the other 
teams d o n ofc'play week d ay ball, gave 
the local team more practice an d con - 
equen tly mad e it too stron g for the 
rem ain in g teams. 
This seems, to us, 
a very poor excuse. 
Surely an y league 
team has a rig h t to play exhibition 
games on open d ates an d surely an y 
m an ager has a right to make his team 
the stron gest if he can . 
Presid en t Thurm an d id n ot w an t the 
local team to w ithd raw from the league 
an d stated that the m atter could be 
satisfactorily arran ged at the league 
m eetin g to be held tod ay.

O eraghty, however, foresaw th at if 
'Rlkn l. 
lie remain ed in the league an d 
won the pen n an t there would always 
be grum blin g about the man n er in 
which the locals played ball an d prob­ 
ably cha rges of un fairn ess. 
The real reason , it is believed , d oes 
n ot lie in the excuse abon t Rushvilie 
playin g week-d ay ball.

Can ad ian lumberman , Lewis Howell, 
cam e'to Carthage, ami while there he 
wooed an d won a youn g lad y of that 
place. 
Howell wen t in to the lumber 
busin ess there, ^purchased a saw m ill 
an d be an d his wife apparen tly (lived 
very happily together. 
Five child ren 
were born to them. 
A short tim e ago, 
Mrs. Howell d iscovered that her hus­ 
ban d had been m arried to a woman in 
Can ad a an d that when he left there he 
had n eglected to go through the for­ 
m ality of gettin g a d ivorce before he 
m arried her. 
She imm ed iately took 
her child ren an d left him, applied for 
a d ivorce in fchb Rush circuit court. 
It is in tim ated that Howell had suc­ 
ceed ed in d isposin g of the projierty 
which she own ed in Carthage. 
It seems that Howell had been get­ 
tin g letters from a m arried d aughter 
of his in Can ad a, who kn ew where 
her father *was. 
These letters he had 
been d estroyin g, but he failed to d o so 
w i t » on e which ho received recen tly, 
ami his wife foun d it while m en d in g 
his coat. 
His wife in Can ad a, th in k­ 
in g him d ead , had m arried again . 
The d ivorce^case is that of Mrs. On a 
Howell vs. Ed w ard Howell.

The law* was read by Dr 
John H urty, secretary of the In d ian a 
State board of health, before the m eet­ 
in g of the n ation al association for the 
stud y* of preven tion of tuberculosis, 
at W ashin gton , D. C., ami those at 
ten d in g the m eetin g expressed surprise 
that such a strin gen t measure had been 
successfully put through the legisla­ 
ture. 
The regulation met with the 
hearty approval of the con ven tion an d 
man y d elegates asked for copies of the 
law.

May 29.—There is a run ­ 
n in g n aval en gagemen t between the 
Russian an d Japan ese fleets in the 
straits of Korea n « >ar the islan d s of 
Okl. 
It is reported that the whole 
Russian fleet is n ot participatin g, all 
the slower vessels havin g steamed 
aroun d Japan . 
The Japan ese losses 
so far are stated to be on e cruiser an d 
ten torped o boats. 


Chcfoo, May 29.—Private ad vices 
have been received by the Japan ese 
con sul here, statin g that the main por­ 
tion of the Russian Baltic fleet en ­ 
gaged the Japan ese squad ron In the 
straits of Korea Saturd ay n ight. 


Washin gton , May 29.—From In for­ 
mation which has been received in 
W ashin gton u is believed that two of 
the Russian ships reported to have 
been sun k in Korean straits by the 
Japan ese are the Orel an d her sister 
ship, the Borod in o. 
They are battle­ 
ships of 13,000 ton s. Three other ves­ 
sels reported sun k are believed to 
have been cruisers, the remain in g on e 
bein g a repair ship. 


Tokio, May 29.—Absolutely n o d e­ 
tails con ctirn in g the operation s of ths 
Japan ese an d Russian fleets arc ob­ 
tain able here. 
Newspapers are held

St. Petersb urg. May 29.—In this mo­ 
mentous hour the emp eror, the admir­ 
alty and the Russian p ub lic are wait­ 
ing b reathlessly for the Jap anese to 
furnish authentic news of the fate of 
Vic© Admiral Rojestvensky and his 
fleet, in which the hop es of the Rus­ 
sians are centered. 
The official dis­ 
p osition is to construe Tokio’s silence 
favorab ly, b ut at the same time the 
strategic reason for such silence is 
recognized. 
The p ub lic, altering the 
p remature 
jub ilation 
of 
Saturday 
night, is inclined to reverse its attitude 
and to b ecome p essimistic. 
The rep ort sent to Washington b y 
American Consul Harris at Nagasaki 
of the sinking of five Russian war­ 
ship s, including a b attleship and re­ 
p air ship , was accep ted as the most 
definite and the most authentic p iece 
of news received and has undoub tedly 
p roduced a b ad imp ression. The fear 
was ex p ressed that the b attleship 
sunk might have b een Rojestvensky’s 
flagship , the Kniaz Souvaroff, on which 
the Jap anese would undoub tedly con­ 
centrate their fire. The sinking of the 
rep air ship Kamchatka, which was 
filled with the most modern machin­ 
ery, might, it was thought, p rove later 
to b e a more severe loss than that of 
a warship , b ut at the admiralty the 
op inion is ex p ressed that if Rojestven­ 
sky had cleared the gateway to the 
Sea of Jap an with no greater loss than 
that rep orted b y the American consul, 
the p assage had not b een dyarly p ur­ 
chased, esp ecially if later rep orts 
should p rove that the Jap anese losSb s 
were in anything like equal p rop or­ 
tions. 
Prob ab ly no one in Russia disp layed 
such intense anx iety as the emp eror. 
He summoned Grand Duke Alex is, 
high admiral; Admiral Avellan, head 
of the Russian admiralty dep artment, 
and Admiral Wirenius, chief of the 
general staff of the navy to Tsarskoe 
Selo, and has remained closeted with 
them, imp atiently awaiting informa­ 
tion and p oring over charts. The only 
news thus far received b y his majesty 
from Russian sources were disp atches 
from Russian agents and consuls at 
Chinese p orts, which could give noth­ 
ing b ut current rumors. 
The only 
time the emp eror left the memb ers of 
his cab inet was to attend sendee in 
the chap el of the Alex andra p alace 
when the chap lain p rayed for Rojest- 
venskv’s success. 
The emp eror was 
greatly distressed when the Washing­ 
ton disp atch containing the informa 
tion sent b y the consul at Nagasaki 
arrived. 
The newsp ap er disp atches naturally 
created widesp read sp eculation. Some 
of the officers of the admiralty who on 
Saturday were Inclined to take the 
view that the ship s off Woosung were 
emp ty colliers sent to the rear to 
avoid hamp ering the warship s unnec­ 
essarily, or that It was a division of 
little fighting value disp atched to con­ 
fuse Togo and to throw him off the 
scent, thought on Sunday that it was 
p ossib le Rojestvensky might after all 
have divided his fleet and that the 
Jap anese were awaiting the arrival of 
the second Russian division Ireforff" 
making a genera, announcement. 
The majority of the naval authori­ 
ties, however, continue in the b elief 
that Rojestvensky could not risk a 
division of his fighting ship s. 
Those 
of an op timistic turn hop e that Ro­ 
jestvensky did actually throw Togo 
off the trail and escap ed him as the 
French fleet eluded Nelson on the way 
to Egyp t, and that they encountered 
only torp edo b oats in the straits of 
Korea. 
This op inion, though, is not 
generally shared” and the great ma­ 
jority think that Togo's scouts were 
ab le to keep in touch with the fighting 
division, and that the Jap anese lay in 
wait for Rojestvensky in the narrow 
waters where a b attle is rep orted to 
have taken p lace.
